2 Guardsmen Hurt; 
Battle Marks End 
Of Montana Uprising 


DEER LODGE, Mont. (AP) -

State Prison under cover of ba­ 
zooka. machinegun, and rifle fire 
early today to smash a rebellion 
and rescue 16 hostage guards.

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Ho w To Keep Ohio Gro wing 


The 103rd Ohio General Assembly has its 
share of controversial proposals, as all leg­ 
islative sessions do. 
But there is one m ajor subject on which 
everyone seems to agree - Ohio’s future 


growth. 
This bipartisanship was evidenced last week 
w he n the House of Representatives gave 
unanimous approval to two measures aimed 
at giving economic development in the state 
an added shot in the arm. 
Co-sponsored by m embers of both parties, 
the bills would permit the formation of de­ 
velopment corporations and allow banks to 
invest in them. 
The corporations could invest in the future 
of their communities in particular and the 
state in general in several ways. They could 
attract established firms from outside Ohio, 
hold on to companies considering leaving, or 
encourage new companies by making high- 
risk loans impossible to acquire through any 
single lending agency. 
These bills would serve as companions to 
the measure which would create the pro­ 
posed new Department of Industrial 
and 
Economic Development. They would in some 
cases provide the mechanical means for car­ 
rying to completion the groundwork laid by 
the new cabinet - status agency. 
But there is more to insuring the prosper­ 
ous growth of Ohio than agencies to attract 
new industry. And at this point the 103rd 
Assembly loses some of its unanimity. 
Ohio is fortunate among her sister states 
in the favorable reputation she enjoys as a 
good place to do business. This reputation 
has been built over the past quarter century 
or more through wise tax policies and intel­ 
ligent “ selling” of the natural and human 
resources available. 
It is necessary to maintain that climate. 
That is why business and industrial leaders 


have been questioning some of the legisla­ 
tion proposed in the current session of the 
legislature. 
Tax es alone are important, but they are 
not the entire picture. There is general agree­ 
ment that this state’s competitive position on 
tax es is sound enough that reasonable in­ 
creases to finance gains in other realms of 
our modern life would not seriously endan- 
ger that position. That is the reason, for in- 
stance, that there has been virtually no busi­ 
ness opposition to the proposed doubling of 
the corporate franchise tax .

It has been such factors as these that 
have put other states at a disadvantage in 
competing with Ohio for new and ex panding 
industry. And that disadvantage in turn has 
been the reason that other states have fre­ 
quently turned to development corporations 
and other promotional agencies in an effort 
to woo back the business they have lost. 
If Ohio maintains its favorable business 
climate and uses the promotional agencies 
to sell that climate, its potential growth is 
virtually unlimited. 
But if it destroys the factors that have 
given it the edge and turns to the develop­ 
ment corporation and the new economic d ^ 
partm ent as a means of counteracting their 
destruction, it will someday be forced to 
realize that it is fighting a losing battle. 
And every Ohioan would share in that loss.

But there is one major subject on which 
everyone seems to agree — Ohio’s future 
growth. 


This bipartisanship was evidenced last week 
w h e n the House of Representatives gave 
unanimous approval to two measures aimed 
at giving economic development in the state 
an added shot in the arm. 


Co-sponsored by members of both parties, 
the bills would permit the formation of de­ 
velopment corporations and allow banks to 
invest in them. 


The corporations could invest in the future 
of their communities in particular and the 
state in general in several ways. They could 
attract established firms from outside Ohio, 
hold on to companies considering leaving, or 
encourage new companies by making high- 
risk loans impossible to acquire through any 
single lending agency. 


These bills would serve as companions to 
the measure which would create the pro­ 
posed new Department of 
Industrial 
and 
Economic Development. They would in some 
cases provide the mechanical means for car­ 
rying to completion the groundwork laid by 
the new cabinet - status agency. 
But there is more to insuring the prosper­ 
ous growth of Ohio than agencies to attract 
new industry. And at this point the 103rd 
Assembly loses some of its unanimity. 
Ohio is fortunate among her sister states 
in the favorable reputation she enjoys as a 
good place to do business. This reputation 
has been built over the past quarter century 
or more through wise tax policies and intel­ 
ligent “selling” of the natural and human 
resources available. 
It is necessary to maintain that climate. 
That is why business and industrial leaders 


have been questioning some of the legisla­ 
tion proposed in the current session of the 
legislature. 
Taxes alone are important, but they are 
not the entire picture. There is general agree­ 
ment that this state’s competitive position on 
taxes is sound enough that reasonable in­ 
creases to finance gains in other realms of 
our modern life would not seriously endan­ 
ger that position. That is the reason, for in­ 
stance, that there has been virtually no busi­ 
ness opposition to the proposed doubling of 
the corporate franchise tax. 
Other parts of the picture are such em­ 
ployer - financed programs as unemployment 
compensation and workmen’s compensation. 
Some measures now before the legislature 
would so radically expand these two pro­ 
grams alone that even the most liberal back­ 
ers of labor have thrown up their hands at 
the effect they might have on our economic 
life. 
It is such “hidden” increases in the cost 
of doing business that pose the real threat 
to Ohio’s favorable climate for commerce. 
It has been such factors as these that 
have put other states at a disadvantage in 
competing with Ohio for new and expanding 
industry. And that disadvantage in turn has 
been the reason that other states have fre­ 
quently turned to development corporations 
and other promotional agencies in an effort 
to woo back the business they have lost. 
If Ohio maintains its favorable business 
climate and uses the promotional agencies 
to sell that climate, its potential growth is 
virtually unlimited. 
But if it destroys the factors that have 
given it the edge and turns to the develop­ 
ment corporation and the new economic de­ 
partment as a means of counteracting their 
destruction, it will someday be forced to 
realize that it is fighting a losing battle. 
And every Ohioan would share in that loss.

I .S. F riend Iii Japan

TOKYO 
Aiichiro Fujiyama, foreign min­ 
ister in the Kishi 
Liberal-Demo­ 
cratic government of Japan, is a 
businessman of 40 years’ experi­ 
ence who has been successful in 
political life. 
Before the Pacific war, he was 
the highly successful head of 
a 
number of business enterprises. He 
served for a while as president of 
the Tokyo Chamber of Commerce 
and also of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of Japan. 
His long experience in manufac­ 
turing 
and 
commerce prepared 
him for his present post because 
Japan’s foreign policy is basically 
related to trade and industry. 


IN 
MY 
VISIT with 
him, 
he 
freely talked for the record on the 
economic problems facing the new 
and prosperous Japan. He pointed 
out that Japan is a small island 
nation with a vital need for im­ 
ports of raw materials and markets 
to supply with manufactured goods. 
Its chief market is Southeastern 
Asia, 
with 
the 
United 
States 
next. 


So far as exports to the United 
States are concerned, the need is 
to sell us small products identified 


with small industries essential to 
the maintenance of Japan’s crowd­ 
ed population. 
The United 
States 
is 
also 
a 
prospective customer for Japan’s 
very important shipbuilding indus­ 
try, notably in tankers. So far as 
steel is concerned, the American 
market is smaU. Japan itself uses 
80 per cent of its manufactured 
steel. 


OTHER ITEMS for export to the 
United States are smaU transistor 
radios, optical g o o d s , camera 
equipment and other luxury goods. 
The 
sincerity 
of the 
Foreign 
Minister’s friendship for the Unit­ 
ed States is very apparent. He 
stands firmly with the Kishi gov­ 
ernment’s firm opposition to Com­ 
munism and Communist countries. 
The United States can do business 
with Mr. Fujiyama on a basis of 
equality of t r e a t m e n t and the 
unique articulation of our respec­ 
tive interests.

Not only has

irrespective of partisan sniping at 
home and Communist opposition 
abroad — but the effect on Ameri­ 
can foreign policy is now a subject 
of worldwide discussion. 
To understand the significance of 
the change, it is important to re­ 
port that the campaign to force 
Mr. Dulles out of office has been 
going on steadily for several years. 
It has had some inspiration abroad, 
even in Allied 
quarters 
which 
found the American secretary of 
state too “inflexible,” and it has 
had considerable support from par­ 
tisans in the Congress, particularly 
in the Senate, who have obtained 
headlines by their intermittent at­ 
tacks on the secretary. 


TODAY all is praise. The ameni­ 
ties and courtesies to the sick re­ 
quire it. But nobody should be de­ 
ceived by the effusive comments 
from quarters that have tried to 
undermine Mr. Dulles. 
Some who are loudest in their 
laudatory eulogies are secretly re­ 
joicing. They see a chance at last 
to turn the tide in their own di­ 
rection — appeasement. 
Opponents of Mr. Dulles natur­ 
ally resent the 
term 
“appease­ 
ment.” 
They 
euphemistically 
describe 
their position as motivated by a de­ 
sire to move American policy “off 
dead center.” 
This is the 
school of thought 
which constantly calls for 
“bold 
and imaginative ideas’’ and “nego­ 
tiations” 
and 
“summit 
confer­ 
ences.” Even when, 
again and 
again, it is demonstrated that the 
men in the Kremlin are unscrupu­ 
lous, the answer blandly given is 
that “at least after a summit con­ 
ference, we shall know where we 
stand.” 


ONE 
WONDERS how m a n y 
times America must be insulted 
and how many times its rights 
have to be flagrantly challenged— 
as, for instance, by the ultimatum 
over Berlin — before the appeasers 
will learn their lesson. 
The simple trutfi is that the So­ 
viets think the allies are soft — 
that Britain and France can be in­ 
filtrated or frustrated from within 
and 
even 
be 
persuaded 
in 
an 
emergency to deprive American 
atomic bombers of the use of over­ 
seas bases in those countries. 
Today the big prize is West Ger­ 
many, and the Communists 
are 
aiming at military possession of 
that country by means of political 
infiltration. 
The record of Kremlin duplicity 
and disregard of written 
agree­ 
ments is clear enough. Yet it is 
seriously being suggested by many 
well meaning persons in influential 
circles in every Western country 


that the Soviet government should 
be trusted. 
Again and. again it is argued that 
nuclear - test agreements, for ex­ 
ample, should be 
made, 
though 
there isn’t a chance of a foolproof 
agreement that would assure com­ 
pliance by the Soviets, since they 
repeatedly refuse to agree to any 
iron clad system of inspection. 


THE 
EVIDENCE 
accumulates 
that the Soviets are benefiting by 
the weakness and the pacifists 
timidity of 
certain 
Westerners. 
That’s why the removal of the per­ 
sonality of John Foster Dulles from 
the scene is, tragically enough, a 
break 
for 
the 
Communists. 
It 
shouldn’t be. But who is there to 
keep the Western governments in 
Europe from becoming the victims 
of their own naivete? 
The British press for the most 
part is following the path of ap­ 
peasement. Had not Britain’s re­ 
luctance to stand up realistically 
to the facts failed before to avert 
war, there would today be some 
sympathy for the London view­ 
point. 
But 
the 
British 
are 
in­ 
fluenced 
by 
material 
considera­ 
tions — a belief 
that increased 
trade will result from “peaceful 
coexistence.” 
In the early 1930s Prime Minister 
Baldwin refused to appraise the 
facts of a Nazi conspiracy, and 
Prime Minister Chamberlain was 
fooled by Hitler at Munich in 1938. 
The Moscow government allied 
itself with Hitler in 1939 and made 
possible the attack on Poland by 
Nazi Germany. The Communists 
are as much responsible as the 
Nazis for World War II. 
Today the secret, diabolical di­ 
plomacy of the Soviets that has 
weakened the Allies in the past is 
causing a strain among Western 
powers. Strong men like Dulles and 
Adenauer were too experienced to 
fall for the Communist tricks. So 
it is a question now what the new­ 
comers in Washington and Bonn 
may bring. 
President Eisenhower is the sole 
hope of the world today. He has for 
years benefited by the advice of 
John Foster Dulles. 


THE PRESIDENT will not per­ 
mit a deviation from the main posi­ 
tions hitherto taken, though per­ 
haps he will find it more difficult 
to maintain Allied solidarity be­ 
cause of the encouragement whch 
policies of both pacifism and re­ 
treat will get in Europe now that 
Britain is once more yielding to 
the temptations of the appease­ 
ment doctrine. 
As long as John Foster Dulles 
is not too sick to give advice, his 
influence will be felt at the White 
House, no matter who is at the 
head of the Department of State. 
But it is to be noted that, just as 
the outgoing secretary made bitter 
enemies and is loved for the way 
he fought his opposition, so any one 
who succeeds him will find all acts 
and words minutely scrutizined to 
determine whether the appeasers 
in the West who are unwittingly 
helping 
the 
Communist 
strata­ 
gems are going to determine the 
course of Allied policy. 
It is a critical time in the his­ 
tory of the world. The danger of 
an atomic war arises 
far more 
from the appeasers than it does 
from those who courageously stand 
up to Communist treachery.

If there is one thing that inter­

The doctor thinks he should avoid 
playing into the grasping hands of 
the mother-child coalition that is 
the first evidence of the problem 
of fatherhood. He should retain his 
independence as an individual, not 
be a convert to mom-ism, the great 
American cult. 
At the same time, he should 
avoid the impulse to show his re­ 
sentment of being left out of the 
mother-child coalition; he should 
not try to fight it or break it up 
because he will only get licked. 
He also should avoid the impulse 
to go off by himself and sulk in his 
tent, or whatever he sulks in when 
he wants to get away from it all. 
That 
won’t get 
him 
anywhere, 
either. 
His best best, the doctor sug­ 
gests, is to make himself useful 
around the place and hope for the 
best, which is to be restored to 
status as an insider instead of an 
outsider. 
If the doc wants to spare a few 
hours sometime I’d like to show 
him a few demonstrations in the 
other 
divisions of 
the 
animal 
kingdom — the minor leagues. 
When dogs that have been living 
together as mates are confronted 
with the problem of pups, Father 
Dog high-tails out of there and has 
nothing to do with the squirming 
little beasts.

For Flood Repair Aid 
A resolution will be presented to 
Council Monday night authorizing 
Safety-Service Director Joseph F. 
Ross to apply for federal aid on 
the cost of repairing flood damage 
to the River Rd. that resulted in 
January when the Ohio River hit 
a crest of 40.6 feet.

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‘‘Flying Deacon’ Combines 
Cockpit, Pulpit Successfully

DENVER, Colo (AP) - Twenty 
years ago a prankster splashed 
the words “Flying Deacon” in 
bright paint across the fuselage 
of Frank Swaim’s training plane. 
Swaim laughed along with his 
buddies in the naval flight training 
program for he knew they were 
showing more pride then foolery. 
Swaim felt good. 
Now Swaim, a commercial air­ 
line pilot, might better be called 
“The Flying Minister” for he suc­ 
cessfully 
combines the cockpit 
with the pulpit as an ordained min­ 
ister. 
The 45-year-old Swaim found his 
thoughts turning to religion in the 
late 1930s while he was flying 
alone over the Pacific. He felt he 
was losing some of the satisfac­ 
tion he got in flying. 
“What if I should die?” he 
asked 
himself. 
“I’m 
not 
pre­ 
pared.”

He talked to a minister in Pens­ 
acola, Fla., and then, enthused. 
he began to pour his spare time 
into intensive study of the Bible 
The study continued for eight 
years while *he was in the Navy, 
three more as a commercial air­ 
line pilot in Chicago and another 
two as an Air Force transport 
pilot. 
He was ordained a minister of 
the Church of Christ in 1956. 
Along with his wife and two 
sons, Swaim also conducts his own 
Bible r e a d i n g correspondence 
course with 208 students across the 
country.

within the City of E ast Liverpool. 
The singular shall includ' the plur­ 
al and the masculine shall include the 
feminine and the neuter. 
SECTION 2. To provide funds for 
the purpose of general municipal op­ 
erations. and other municipal purpos­ 
es of the City of E ast Liverpool, there 
be and hereby is levied a tax upon 
the earnings at the rate of six-tenths 
of one per cent earned on and after 
the earliest effective date of this Or­ 
dinance to December 31, 1962, upon 
the following: 
A. On all salaries, wages, com ­ 
missions. and other compensation 
earned by resident individuals of 
the City or East Liverpool. 
B. On all salaries, wages, com ­ 
missions and other compensation 
earned by non-resident individuals 
of the City of East Liverpool, for 
work done or services performed 
or rendered in the City of E ast 
Liverpool. 
C. On the net profits attributable 
to E ast Liverpool of all resident 
unincorporated businesses, profes­ 
sions and other activities derived 
from work done or services rend­ 
ered or perform ed and business 
or other activities conducted in 
the City of E ast Liverpool. 
D. On the portion of the distribu­ 
tive share of the net profit of a 
resident, 
individual, 
partner 
or 
owner of a resident unincorporat­ 
ed business entity attributable to 
East 
Liverpool 
and 
not levied 
against such unincorporated busi- j 
ness entity. 
E. On the net profits attributable 
to East Liverpool of all non-reai- 


dent 
unincorporated 
businesses, 
professions or other activities, de­ 
rived from work done or services 
performed or rendered and busi­ 
ness or other activities conducted 
in the City of East Liverpool. 
F. On that portion of the distribu­ 
tive share of the net profits of a 
resident 
individual, 
partner 
or 
owner of a non-resident unincor­ 
porated business entity not a t­ 
tributable to E ast Liverpool and 
not levied against such unincor­ 
porated business entity. 
G. On the net profits of all cor­ 
porations derived from work done 
or services performed or rend­ 
ered and business or other activi­ 
ties conducted in the City of East 
Liverpool. 
The portion of the entire net prof- 
I its of a taxpayer to be allocated as 
having been m ade within and attribut­ 
able to the City of E ast Liverpool, 
may, in the absence of actual rec­ 
ords or separate accounting thereof, 
be determ ined as follows: 
A .‘ Multiply the entire net profii 
by a business allocation percent­ 
age to be determ ined b>: 
1. 
Ascertaining 
the 
percentage 
wrhich the average value of the 
taxpayer’s real and tangible per­ 
sonal property within 
the City 
during the period covered by its 
report bears to the average val­ 
ue of all the taxpayer’s real and 
tangible personal property w her­ 
ever situated during such period. 
As 
used in the preceding p ara­ 
graph, 
real 
property 
shall include 
property rented or leased by the tax­ 
payer and the value of such property 
shall be determined by multiplying 
the annual rental thereon by eight. 
2. 
Ascertaining 
the 
percentage 
which the gross sales of the tax­ 
payer within the City of E ast Liv­ 
erpool, plus the gross credits or 
charges for wrork done and per­ 
formed or services rendered in 
the City of E ast Liverpool, bears 
to the total gross sales wherever 
made, plus the total gross credits 
or charges for work done and per­ 
formed 
or 
services 
rendered. 
"Within the City” sales shall be 
deemed to include: 
a. All sales of tangible personal 
property delivered to purchasers 
within the City if shipped or de­ 
livered 
from 
an 
office, 
store, 
warehouse, factory, or place of 
storage, located within the City. 
b. All sales of tangible personal 
property delivered to purchasers 
within 
the 
City, 
even 
though 
transported from a point outside 
the City, if the following condi­ 
tions are present: 
If the taxpayer is regularly en­ 
gaged through its own employees 
-in the solicitation or promotion of 
sales within the City, and the sale 
is directly or indirectly the result 
of the taxpayer’s 
activities with­ 
in the City in soliciting or prom ot­ 
ing sales. 
c. All sales of tangible personal 
property shipped from an office, 
store, warehouse, factory or place 
of storage within the City to pur­ 
chasers in other cities or villages, 
if the taxpayer is not through its 
ow n employees, regularly engaged 
in the solicitation or promotion 
of sales in such other cities or 
villages, or even if it is so en­ 
gaged, if the sales are not direct­ 
ly or indirectly attributable to 
such activities. 
Gross sales shall be considered to 
mean gross receipts from sales in the 
case of a "cash basis” taxpayer. 
3. 
Ascertaining 
the 
percentage 
w’hich the total wages, salaries, 
and other personal service com­ 
pensation, sim ilarly computed dur­ 
ing 
such period, 
of employees 
within the City, except general 
executive officers, bears to the to­ 
tal wages, salaries, and other per­ 
sonal service compensation, sim i­ 
larly computed, during such pe­ 
riod of all the taxpayer's em ­ 
ployees within and without the 
City, except general executive of­ 
ficers, and 
4. Adding together the percentages 
determ ined 
in 
accordance 
with 
sub-paragraphs I. 2 and 3 above, 
or such of the aforesaid percent­ 
ages as shall be applicable to the 
particular 
taxpayer’s 
business, 
and dividing the total so obtained 
by the number of percentages used 
in deriving said total. 
Provided, however, that in the event 
a just and equitable result cannot be 
obtained by the use of the factors set 
forth above, the City Treasurer shall 
have the authority to substitute fac­ 
tors calculated to effect a fair and 
proper allocation. 
SECTION 3. Said tax shall be levied, 
collected and paid with respect to sal­ 
aries, wages, commissions and other 
compensation earned on or after the 
effective date of this Ordinance and 
with respect to the net profit of busi­ 
nesses, professions and other activi­ 
ties earned on and after said date. 
Provided, however, that where the 
fiscal year of the businesses, profes­ 
sions or other activities differs from 
the calendar year, the tax shall be ap­ 
plied to that part of the net profit for 
the fiscal year as shall be earned on 
and after said effective date of this 
Ordinance to the close of the taxpay­ 
e r’s fiscal year; thereafter the tax­ 
payer shall report on its fiscal year 
basis. 
SECTION 4. RETURN AND PAY- 
MENT OF TAX. 
A. Each taxpayer whose earnings 
or profits are subject to the tax 
imposed by this Ordinance shall, 
on or before April 15, 1960, and 
on April 15 of each year there­ 
after, m ake and file a final return 
with the City Treasurer on a form 
obtainable from the City T reas­ 
urer, setting forth the aggregate 
amount of salary, wages or other 
compensation and net profits earn­ 
ed by him during the preceding 
year and subject to said tax, to­ 
gether with other pertinent in­ 
formation as the City Treasurer 
m ay require. Provided, however, 
that when the final return is made 
for a fiscal year or other period 
different from the calendar year, 
the return shall be m ade within 
105 days from the end of said 
fiscal year or other period. 
B. The return shall also show the 
amount of the tax imposed on 
such earnings and profits. The 
taxpayer making the said return 
shall, at the tim e of the filing 
thereof, pay to the City Treasurer 
the am ount of taxes shown as 
due thereon. Provided, however, 
that where any portion of said tax 
shall have been paid by such tax­ 
payer pursuant to the provisions 
of Section 5 and/or Section 6 of 
this 
Ordinance, 
credit 
for 
the 
amount so paid shall be deducted 
from the amount shown to be due 
and only the balance, if any. shall 
be due and payable at the tim e of 
filing said final return. 
C. The return of an employer or 
em ployers showing the amouht of 
tax deducted by said employer or 
employers 
from 
the 
salaries, 
wages or compensation of any em ­ 
ployees, and paid by him or them 
to the City T reasurer, shall be 
accepted as the return required 
of any employee whose sole in­ 
come subject to the tax of six- 
tenths of one per cent, is such 
salary, wages or compensation. 
D. Upon wTitten request of the 
taxpayer, the City T reasurer may 
extend the tim e for filing the an­ 
nual return for a period of not 
more than six months or not more 
than thirty days beyond any ex­ 
tension requested of and granted 
by the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
for the filing of the Federal In­ 
come Tax Return. 
SECTION 
5. 
COLLECTION 
AT 
SOURCE 
Each employer within the City of 
E ast Liverpool who employs within 
the City one or more persons on a 
salary, wage, commission or other 
compensation 
basis, 
excluding 
ex­ 
em pted incomes set forth in Section 
14 of this Ordinance, shall deduct at 
the tim e of the paym ent of such sal­ 
ary, wage, commission or other com­ 
pensation, the tax of six-tenths of one 
per cent, of salaries, wages, commis­ 
sions or other compensation due by 
the said employer to the said em ­ 
ployee and shall make a return and 
pay to the City Treasurer the amount 
of taxes so deducted as follows: 
A. For the three (3) months end­ 
ing 
M arch 
31st, 
on or 
before 
April 30th; 
B. For the three (3) months end­ 
ing June 30th, on or before July 
31st; 
C. For the three (3) months end­ 
ing September 30th on or before 
October 31st; 
D. For the three (3) months end­ 
ing December 31st, on or before 
the following January 31st. 
Said return shall be on a form pre­ 
scribed by the City Auditor and fur­ 
nished by the City Treasurer. Such 
employer, in collecting said tax, shall 
be deemed to hold the sam e as tru s­ 
tee for the benefit of the City of E ast 
Liverpool until paym ent is made by 
such employer to the Qty of East 


Liverpool, and any such tax collected 
by such employer from his employees 
! shall, until the sam e is paid to the 
1 City of E ast Liverpool, be deemed a 
trust fund in the hands of such em ­ 
ployer. 
SECTION 6. DECLARATIONS. 
Every taxpayer who anticipates any 
income which is not subject to the 
provisions of Section 5 hereof shall 
file a declaration of the estim ated tax 
for the taxable year of 1959. Such 
declaration shall be filed on or before 
July 15. 1959, and thereafter a sim ilar 
declaration shall be filed for each 
calendar year on or before April 15 of 
each ensuing year for the duration of 
the taxes referred to herein, by all 
such taxpayers. 
Such declaration shall be filed upon 
a form prescribed by the City Auditor 
and furnished by the City Treasurer, 
which form m ay simply state that the 
figures used in making such declara­ 
tion are the figures used in making 
the declaration of the estim ate for the 
Federal Income Tax, provided that it 
is understood that such figures m ay 
be modified according to the provi­ 
sions of this Ordinance so that the 
declaration required by this section 
shall set forth only such income as is 
taxable under the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 
The declaration to be filed on April 
15 of each year shall be accompanied 
by paym ent of at least one-fourth of 
the estim ated annual tax, and at least 
a sim ilar amount shall be paid on or 
before June 30th, September 30th and 
December 31st of such year. Provided, 
however, that such estim ate m ay be 
amended at the tim e of the making 
of any quarterly paym ent, and further 
provided that on or before April 15 
of the year following that for which 
declaration was filed, a final return 
shall be filed and any balance which 
m ay be due the City of E ast Liver­ 
pool shall be paid therewith. Should it 
appear that such taxpayer has paid 
m ore than the am ount of tax to which 
the City of E ast Liverpool would be 
entitled, a refund of the am ount so 
over paid shall be made, or sam e may 
be applied toward the declaration of 
tax due for the ensuing year.

RECIPROCITY

1. Notwithstanding any other pro­ 
visions of this Ordinance, when a

The City Treasurer

make a written report to Council 
each quarter of all monies collected 
hereunder during the preceding quar­ 
ter. 
SECTION 8. The 
City Treasurer, 
or any authorized employee, is here­ 
by authorized to exam ine the books, 
papers and records of any employer, 
or of any taxpayer or person subject 
to the tax, for the purpose of veri­

made, or, if no return was made, 
to 
ascertain 
the 
tax 
due. 
Every 
such employer, supposed employer, 
taxpayer or supposed taxpayer, 
is 
hereby directed and required to fur­ 
nish to the City Treasurer, or his 
duly authorized agent or employee, 
the m eans, facilities and opportunity 
for

investigations as are hereby author­ 
ized. 
The City Treasurer, or his duly

employee, is 
hereby/ authorized to examine any 
person, employer or employee under 
oath, concerning any income which 
was or should have been returned 
for taxation, and for this purpose 
m ay compel the production of books, 
papers and records and the attend­ 
ance 
of

The refusal of such exam ination by 
any employer, employee or person 
subject or presum ed to be subject 
to the tax shall be deemed a vio­ 
lation of this Ordinance. 
Tax returns and all audit papers 
and 
information 
connected 
there­ 
with ara confidential and shall be 


I carefully 
preserved 
so 
that 
they 
shall not be available for inspection 
by anyone other than the 
proper 
agents of the City of E ast Liverpool 
for official purposes. 
Any information gained as the re ­ 
sult of any returns, investigations, 


I hearings or verifications required or 
: authorized by this Ordinance shall 
; be confidential, 
except for official 
purposes, and except in accordance 


j with proper judicial order. 
Any per­ 
son divulging such inform ation shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be deemed 
guilty of a m isdem eanor and shall 
be subject to a fine or penalty of 
not more than Five Hundred Dollars 
j ($500.00) or imprisoned for not more 
I than six (61 months in the city jail, 
*or both such fine and im prisonm ent 
for such offense.

All 
taxes 
imposed 
and

tered by this Ordinance shall be col- 
1 leetible together with 
any

I and penalties thereon, by suit, as 
1 other debts of like amount are re­ 
coverable. 
When a final return is filed as 
prescribed in Section 4 hereof and a 
deficiency is determ ined to be due 
to the City of E ast Liverpool, action 
; to collect the sam e shall not be com- 
1 menced after two (2) years from the 
due date of said return, and when 
a taxpayer fails to file a return, ac­ 
tion to collect tax due to the City of 
East Liverpool shall not be com- 
j menced after five (5) years from the 
due date of said return. 
AU applications for refund shall be 
m ade within six (6) months of the 
due date of a final return or shall 
be forever barred thereafter. 
P ro­ 
v id ed , however, an extension may be 
granted by the City Treasurer on

application. 
SECTION ll. VIOLATIONS. PEN ­ 
ALTIES. 
Any person, 
firm or corporation 
who shall fail, neglect or refuse to 
m ake any return, questionnaire or 
declaration required by this Ordin­ 
ance, or any taxpayer who shall re ­ 
fuse to pay the tax, penalties and 
interest imposed by this Ordinance, 
or any person who shall refuse to 
perm it the City Treasurer, or any 
duly authorized agent or employee, 
to examine his books, records and 
papers, or who shall knowingly m ake 
any incomplete, false or fraudulent 
return, or who shaU attem pt to do 
anything whatever to avoid the pay­ 
ment of the whole or any part of 


I the tax, shall be guilty of a m isde­ 
meanor and shaU be fined not m ore 
than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) 
or imprisoned 
for

The fad­ 
ure of any employer or taxpayer to 
receive or procure a return, ques­ 
tionnaire or declaration form shall 
not excuse him from m aking a re ­ 
turn, questionnaire or declaration or 
from paying the tax.

SECTION 14. EXEMPTIONS. 
The provisions of this Ordinance 
shall not be construed as levying a 
tax upon the following: 
1. Funds received from local, state 
or federal governments because of 
service in the Armed Forces Oi 
the United States by the person 
rendering such service, or as a 
result of another person rendering 
such service. 
2. Poor relief, pensions, unemploy­ 
m ent compensation or sim ilar pay­ 
m ents, including disability bene­ 
fits received from private indus­ 
try or local, state or federal gov­ 
ernm ents, or from charitable, re ­ 
ligious or educational organiza­ 
tions. 
3. Alimony received. 
4. Dues, contributions and sim ilar 
paym ents received by charitable, 
religious, educational or literary 
organizations 
cr 
labor 
union*, 
lodges and sim ilar organizations. 
5. Receipts from casual entertain­ 
ment, am usem ents, sports events 
and health and welfare activities 
conducted by bona fide charitable, 
religious and educational organ­ 
izations and associations. 
6. Any association, organization, 
corporation, club or trust, which 
is exempt from federal tax or in­ 
come by reason of its charitable, 
religious, educational, literary, sci­ 
entific, etc. purposes. 
7. Gains from involuntary con­ 
versions, cancellation of indebted­ 
ness, interest on federal obliga­ 
tions, item s of income already tax­ 
ed by the State of Ohio, and in­ 
come of a decedent’s estate dur­ 
ing the period of adm inistration 
(except such income from the op­ 
eration of a business). 
8. Earnings and income of all per­ 
sons under 16 years of age, wheth­ 
er residents or non-residents. 
9 
Employm ent of duly enrolled 
full-time students by their school, 
college, university or any public 
library, and services perform ed 
by student nurses and hospital in­ 
terns. 
SECTION 15. REFUNDS. 
Should it appear that any taxpayer 
has paid m ore than the am ount of

1 continue effective fpr such tim e as in­ 
dicated in Section IO hereof.
